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Ince the Profligate Age we Live in do's daily produce new Prodigies 
of Vilany, 'tis no very ſtrange thing to ſee thoſe Criminals who are 
Guilty of Murder, Rapine, and Ingratitude, have recourſe to 
PERJURY for Proteftion : And theretore I was the leſs ſurpriz'd 
when at my return from diſcharging the laſt Offices of Kindneſs to 

my Deceaſed Brother, I perus'd a Paper, Entituled An Hiſtorical Abſtratt of 

Hr. Samuel White, his Management & &c. by Francis Davenport : 

But that ſuch an [famous Forgery 'd be brought forth by the Mid-

Another of our Company's Famous Attions, he reckons to be the Wars 
they have made with the Great Mogul and Xi Siam ; of the latter, 
whereof, I have promis'd an Account ſhall ſudden y be made Publick ; and 
will only here by the way, Charge the Author with a dirett Faljity in af- 
firming hu Ing enions Capt. Andrews, _ his Majeſties Commiſſion under the

they have ated on the Great Mogul s Subjetts, 1 contels I cou'd never yet 
hear what pretences they have for't ; but I know their Proceedings there.

RANCIS HEATH of London Merchant maketh Oath, That he was 
well 4cquainted with Mr. Samae/ White inthe time that -he Serv'd the 
King of Siam as Shawbander of Tenaſſary and Mergen, having been Employ'd 
by him as Supra-Cargo of ſeveral of hisShips, and ſo continued” from about 
the beginnmg September 1684. to November 1686. In which time he made 
ſeveral Voyages to Fort St. George, and was always kindly received by the 
Governor and the Honourable - pany's Servants, having 'free Liberty 
to Negotiate his Afﬀeairs in the faid Mr. Whites Name : And this Deponent fur. 
ther ſaith, 'That he alſo knew: FRANCIS DAVENPORT, who was a Ser- 
vant to the ſaid Mr. White, and keptby him to Aſſiſt him in the multitude 
of Bufineſs rhat was upon him, for that he was very quick at his Pen; but 
he further Affirms, That the faid DAVENPORT had the General Cha. 
rater of being a Diſhoneſt and Faithleſs Fellow ; as to his knowledge Mr. 
White was warn'd of by ſeveral of his Friends, and particularly. by my 


Lord Phaidlkon, in the hearing of this qo but that he neuertheleſ(s 
"of his Afairs, being very careful all the while 


this Deponent was there, not to intruſt him with any Matter which might 
give him opportunity ro wrong him, as he alſo believes he never afterwards 
did : But this De finds that the faid DAVENPORT has tranvd a large
